IN POTOMAC RIVER 


Naval Fliers Dashed to 

Death When Flying 
‘Boat Plunges Into Mud- 
dy River-Bed.

Washington, May 5.—Two naval 
aviators, Lieutenant Harold F. Seldon 
and Ensign Frank Miller, fell to 
their death in the Potomac river, 
near here, late Friday when their as 
sembled “PT” flying boat collided 
with another craft in midair. 

The nose of the flying boat was 
rammed into the muddy bottom of 
the river. Seldon and Miller, appar- 
ently stunned by the impact of the 
boat with the water, were unable to 
and were 
drowned. 

The other machine, piloted by Cap- 
tain ©. T. Johnson, commander of 
the Anascostin air station, made a bad 
landing in the water and was dam- 
aged. Johnson escaped with a few 
scratches, while his mechanician, C. 
W. Jacobs, was unhurt. 

Many See Crash. 

The accident was plainly visible to 
scores of autoists motoring along the 
Potomac drive. Among these was 
Mrs. Edwin Denby, wife of the sec- 
retary of the navy. She was the first 
to inform the navy department of 
what had happened. 

According to Jacobs, the mechani- 
cian, the two machines were coming 
toward each other head-on. Seeking 
to avoid a collision, Captain Johnson 
attempted to rise over the machine 
in which Seldon and Miller were rid- 
ing. Apparently the nose of the pon- 
toon on Johnson’s machine struck the 
wing of the other craft. Johnson’s 
plane, according to Jacobs, turned a 
somersault in midair and catapulted 
to the river.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)— 
There have been so many crises at 
Genoa that one hesitates thus to name 
the present situation. What is clear, 
howeyer,..is that the conference is 
reaching a supreme test. It was called 
to deai with the two problems of Rus- 
sian reintegration and European sta- 
bilization. The first question was to 
be dealt with in an agreement between 
Russia and the other European states, 
the second, by a general declaration, 
a document of guarantee uttered by 
all states. 

Now. after four weeks, we have 
seen a Russian agreement produced 
and submitted to Russia. But despité 
all the efforts toward harmony in 
these weeks, France and Belgium, 
principal creditors of Russia, have de- 
clined to sign this document, and it 
has been sent to the Russians lacking 
these important signatures. 

Moreover, although it has fallen 
short of French and Beligian require. 
ments. it is practically certain to be 
rejected by Russia, since it carries no 
premise of a loan, the chief cdnsid- 
eration of the Reds. Meantime, the 
question of the peace pact has been 
raised in concrete form. France has 
definitely stated that she will not 
sign such an agreement unless it leaves 
her free to act under the treaty of 
Versailles provided Germany fails to 
meet reparations payments and unless 
it specifically binds Russia to accept 
the frontiers as they now exist. Final- 
ly Fiance asks that chis pact be signed 
by all European nations and run for 
ten years.

The charges followed an in- 
vestigation conducted by the county 
attorney into alleged incendiary fires 
which have occurred at the church on 
several occasions, 

The church has been divided over 
the stand of the pastor in several mat- 
ters, including his support of the late 
Jake L. Hamon, former republican na- 
tional committeeman for Oklahoma. 
Several alleged attempts had been 
made to destroy a motion picture 


nated and supported by Hamon. The 
last fire occurred about two weeks 
ago and was said to have resulted in 
damage amounting to $500. 

Last Saturday night Rev. Irwin 
was abducted by three unidentified 
men and found after midnight lying 
in a mud hole near Medicine park, 
the scene of a bathing pool marriage 


last summer. The county attorney 
launched an investigation into the ab- 
duction and indicated today that he 
would drop it, intimating that he had 
obtained information supporting the 
theory that the abduction was “a 
frame-up.”

No Great Meaning. 

As for the treaty of insurance, the 
British guarantee against German at- 
tack, this has no great meaning to 
France at the moment because the 
British are without an army of any 
size and are unwilling to adopt a 
military policy, which would provide 
a number of divisions for immediate 
use on the continent. 

Certainly, France will not now ex- 

change her claims upon Germany 
for guarantees which seems 80 il 
lusory. What we are now to see 
is the “shown-down” in the long but- 
tle between Lloyd George and France, 
which has been represented by a 
number of prime ministers all of 
whom have fallen to the Welshman’s 
spear. 
George’s policy has aimed at bring- 
ing Russia back by making large 
concessions. © Unhappily for George, 
the burden of the concessions had te 
be laid upon France and Belgium. 

He has sought to reconcile Ger- 
many, but again unfortunately, the 
burden of the coucessions would 
laid upon France. 

George must now buy, coerce or 
abandon France. If he abando 
France, he must drop the enten 
and go over to Germany. So far he 
has failed to coerce France. French 
isolation does not exi&t, for Belgium 
has taken a position in company with 
France. 5

Not Likely to Sign. 

But Germany is hardly likely to 
sign it if it leaves open the way to 
French invasion of the Ruhr nor is 
Russia the mood to resign Bessa- 
rabia or her claim to eastern Galicia, 
at least, without compensation. 

Such is the crisis which has now 
arrived. 

The next week ought to tell the 
story, even if the Genoa conference 
continues on the one hand the pro- 
posal to Russia, lacking the French 
and Belgian signatures must have 
an answer, on the other, the French 
ultimatum in the matter of the peace 
pact, must be disposed of. Until 
those proposals are dealt with the 
Genoa conference remains right 
where it started and the European 
problem just where it has been for 
three years.

Governor Hardwick said, “at the ac- 
tion of the tax commission. To say 
less would neither be frank nor truth- 
ful. At the present moment I am not

“At the present moment I do not 
particularly desire additional revenue 
for the state, but a fairer distribution 
of existing burdens.

If now we consider the thermionic tube containing a filament and 
plate in a vacuum we can study the effects produced under certain con- 
If we first gradually heat the filament, we slowly 
disturb the structural state of rest until a point is reached where the 
filament throws off negatively charged electrons. 
heat of the filament incregses the number of electrons thrown off. How- 
ever, when the negatively charged electrons leave the filament, a state 
of electrical equilibrium no longer exists; the filament assumes a posi- 
tive charge due to the departure of the neutralizing negative electrons. 
Unlike charges attract, therefore, the filament draws the negative elec- 
trons back to it and thus we can mentally picture the filament in much 
the same role as a fountain from which water is forced perpendicularly

The old California is but a memory. 
This glorious new land is all in the 
making. It is the yellowest country 
I have ever seer... Great fields of yel- 


low wild mustard, yellow poppies, 
trees of the yellow acacias in full 
bloom, and last, but .not least, the 
largest yellow dandelions imaginable. 

When I stood on one of California’s 
mountains overlooking the sea, I gave 
a prayer of thanks for adjectives, and 
even now I haven't sufficient to at- 
tempt to describe southern California. 

But it is of Hollywood that I must 


write. It is for that, I have taken 
this long journey. : 

Beautiful Hollywood, with its 75,- 
000 population, was so quiet, open 
and dignified, when I first entered it, 
I felt that I owed it an apology for 
even thinking of an investigation. 

‘Many people have the idea that 
Hollywood is a separate community 
from Los Angeles, that it is entirely 
inhabited by film folk, that all the 
studios are located there, and that 
“wild parties,” wiring, dining and en- 
tertainment may be enjoyed at very 
street corner by members of the pic- 
ture profession. 

As a matter of fact, there is in 
Hollywood practically no “night life.” 
It has all the character of a quiet 
residential suburb. There are one 
bowling alley in a basement, one bil- 
liard hall on the second floor, five mo- 
tion picture theaters, and one stadium, 
where boxing bouts are conducted once 
a week by the American legion. 

Police Records Clean. 

The police records of this suburb 
of Los Angeles show that in the last 
ten years there has been not a single 
murder. In the last five months 
there has been not a single arrest for 
Ee ae nor for peddling narcot- 

the past five months the po- 
lice have received no complaints from 
any resident of any “wild party” be-

many months past, not a single one 
has been actually employed in the 
motion picture business. 

The fact that the police records of 
Hollywood show no murders may look 
fictitious to the reader in view of the 
publicity that has been given the 
Taylor case. However, this murder 
was not committed in Hollywood, but 
at some distance from the actual 
boundaries of the suburb. 

Many of the picture stars do not 
live in Hollywood. Some of them 
dwell in totally different parts of the 
city of Los Angeles. Many of the 
male stars, for instance, live down- 
town at the Athletic club. 

Furthermore, several very impor- 
tant studios are located far away from 
the actual center of the so-called mo- 
tion picture colony. 

All of these facts have an impor- 
tant bearing on the public’s concep- 
tion of the motion picture industry, 
because the opinion prevails quite 
generally that the studios and picture 
people are all clustered toegther in one 
community. In reality they live and 
associate with residents engaged in 
many other occupations. 

Few, if any, of these residents of 
other professions object to the pres- 
ence of motion picture people in their 
vicinity. The majority of the prom- 
inent stars are rated as being quite 
as respectable as themselves. They 
are generally welcomed as neighbors. 

Studic Secrets. 

No matter how much you may think 
you know concerning moving pictures, 
all you have to do to find out how lit- 
tle you really do know, is to enter a 
studio. 

I have visited four of the largest 
studios in California. I have not only 
visited them, I have studied them, and 
I am amazed at the magnitude of the 
eee I had seen statistics, but 
they did not prepare me. Practically 
every industrial activity is represent- 
ed in the production of screen enter- 
tainment. 

Los Angeles appreciates this, for 
this industry is to her what steel, iron 
and coal are to Alabama. 

They build miles and miles of ce- 
ment walks and paved drives. They 
have the a. of acres of lawns 
and flowers. ey have permanent 
structures the cost of which runs up 
into the millions. 

Each year these studios must build 
Italian, Russian, Southern, Alaskan, 
Spanish, French, Chinese, Western 
and New York street settings at a cost 
of millions of dollars. Some times as 
many as fifty stage settings are built 
weekly. 

One producer told me that the pnb- 
lie demands such accuracy that the 
setting now amounts to one-third of 
the cost in the production of a pic- 
ture. For all this building the high- 
est priced architects are employed.

Washington, May 5.—Negotiations 
are under way between the United 
Stetes and Germany, it was said in 


official circles today, looking to the 


organization of the mixed claims 
commission, which will pass upon 
claims growing out of the seizure 
of property in the United States and 
Germany, and upon claims filed with 
the United States, government by 
American citizens as a result of the 
sinking of the Lusitania, 

The commission probably will con- 
sist of three members—one American, 
one Germa , and a neutral. Comple- 
tion of a treaty providing for the 
commission will be followed by ref- 
erence of the document te the sen- 
ate for approval, it was said today, 
and by passage of enabling legisla- 
tion. It was not expected that the 
treaty would be sent to the senate 
during the present session, however. 

Tle amount of claims filed with 
the United States for American prop- 


ing out of the sinking of the Lusita- 
nia aggregate about $415,000,000, 
but officers have indicated they ex- 
pected -this sum would be scaled to 
around $100,000,000. 

The American government has in 
its possessio. some $350,000,000 
worth of the property of German 
citizens seized during the war, and 
settlement of the American claims, 
it 18 expected, will be provided for 
through the disposition of this prop- 
erty and its return to its owners. 
German property now in the bands 
of the alien property custodian is in 
the form of 35,000 trusts, 30,000 of 
which belong to individuals with es- 
tates of $10,000 and under.
